LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TO GOLDEN MAXIM PLACE. 

HE little visit for this week was to 

Mrs. T. M. Murphy’s Golden Maxim 
Place, a model Thoroughbred nursery of 
211 acres located in Jefferson County, 
Kentucky, about two miles south of St. 
Matthews and not more than twenty min- 
utes’ drive from the heart of Louisville. 
Golden Maxim Place is one of the finest 
and best equipped of the two dozen or so 
farms in the vicinity of Louisville devoted 
partially or exclusively to the production 
of Thoroughbred horses. It is a portion 
of the large tract of land upon which the 
late Richard Veach operated for many 
years, an extensive establishment for the 
production of trotters. The late Mr. Mur- 
phy disposed of his Waldeck Stud at Crest- 
wood, Kentucky, to C. Bruce Head in 1917, 
and in 1919 he purchased the land now 
known as Golden Maxim Place from one 
of the Veach heirs. The place was then 
named Beargrass Stock Farm and with 
its acquisition Mr. Murphy expanded his 
Thoroughbred holding and began breeding 
horses on a much larger scale. 

With a choice band of broodmares 
which were both young and prolific and 
with the good sire Golden Maxim at the 
head of affairs, Beargrass Stock Farm 
soon became recognized as one of the fore- 
most of Kentucky’s Thoroughbred nur- 
series. It was here that Paul Weidel, 
Golden Mac, King Gorin II and United 
Verde, all sons of Golden Maxim, first saw 
the light of day. Each was among the 
first flight in his day and time and all are 
now at stud; Paul Weidel and United 
Verde being the only two to have sired 
colts and fillies of racing age. The former 
is best known as the sire of Paul Bunyan, 
a good stakes winner of this year. 

The Golden Maxims were especially 
noted for their mud-running proclivities. 
In the vernacular of the Turf, all the get 
of that sire “loved the mud’. When 
Golden Maxim died at the age of 23 in 
1915, his loss was deeply felt by all those 
horsemen who had ever owned or raced 
one of his get, for they were very depend- 
able and fleet performers. Mr. Murphy 
had formed such an attachment for the 
horse that he changed the name of his 
Beargrass Stock Farm to Golden Maxim 
Place a short time after the aged stallion 
had passed to whatever reward a good 
horse receives, if any. 


Mr. Murphy had a large band of young 
daughters of Golden Maxim at his farm 
when their sire died, and he purchased the 
good Ben Brush sire, Theo. Cook, to suc- 
ceed the former head of the stud, later 
adding the fast racer and promising sire, 
For Fair, a son of Fair Play from Fairy, 
by St. Gatien. 

J. A. Bailey, who is a native of southern 
Indiana and who has been manager of this 
farm for the past ten years, very kindly 
showed the writer about the place. Mr. 
Bailey is a very able horseman and I 
found everything in the same clean and 
orderly style as on my previous visits to 
this establishment. Several miles of 
crushed rock road winds about the farm, 
and I noted that the grass is looking very 
good indeed, compared with that seen at 
most farms this summer. Beargrass Creek 
and two large springs of the unfailing 
variety furnish the stock with plenty of 
good, clean water. 

The buildings, which include a yearling 
barn, a stud barn, a broodmare barn and 
one housing the large herd of Aberdeen 
Angus cattle are painted red and trimmed 
in white and, while they aren’t as showy 
as some of those seen on the larger farms 
around Lexington, they are large and airy, 
giving the impression that they are well 
suited to their purpose. 

The horses are allowed plenty of range, 
and if those reared here do not prove good 
winners when they reach the races it is 
through no fault in the way they were 
reared. Golden Maxim Place has several 
large groves of tall and stately native 
trees, affording ample shade. It has many 
large paddocks and pastures of good health 
and growth promoting grass. It has pure, 
cool spring water and, what is most impor- 
tant, the stock is given the full benefit of 
all these things. It is simply one ideal 
place on which to raise horses in the right 
way, that is, very close to nature. 

On approaching the stud barn, I noticed 
old Theo. Cook grazing quietly in his pad- 
dock beside the road. He is now in his 
twenty-third year and is bearing his age 
well, not looking a day over 15. A bright 
bay, standing about 16 hands heis a typical 
Ben Brush in appearance. He is as good 
natured and friendly as any aged, cold-

STALLION FEES. 


N a number of instances, yearlings at Sara- 

toga this August brought sums less than the 
fees charged for service of their sires. This, 
naturally, created discussion of stallion fees. 
Some persons who had not given mature thought 
to the subject, or who had failed to take cog- 
nizance of the workings of the laws of average, 
overlooking, too, the government of supply and 
demand, were urging that, “in the interest of 
the smaller breeders,’’ there be reduction in fees 
for the better stallions. 


Several times, while at the Spa, we were asked 
for opinion upon the subject. Our response was, 
and here again is, that owners of the better stal- 
lions are under no obligation to do that which 
would brand them as poor business men or clas- 
sify them as philanthropists. The owner of a 
stallion is justified in fixing a charge suitable 


to his own notions in the matter. If it be the 
mare owner's opinion that the charge is excessive 
he has only to look elsewhere. 

There is no rule or law under which a stallion 
owner is obligated to let others than those who 
have contracted with him send mares to his 
horse’s court. Neither is there compulsion 
about the sending of mares to stallions, except 
such as are contracted. So the matter is dis- 
solved into a question purely of business—the 
stallion owner attracting the best possible for the 
most money, and the mare owner endeavoring to 
gain the best possible for the least money. 

It is no new problem. It has been with us al- 
ways. It is not of the United States solely. It 
is world wide. It springs up here and there under 
the control of changing conditions. This year, 
too, England has it, and to illustrate how closely 
related is the subject in both countries, we re- 
produce some thoughts expressed by the veteran 
“Mankato” in his column in The Sporting Chron- 
icle, the same forming part of the British dis- 
cussion of what some over there have chosen to 
call “the hard lot of the little breeder.” 


“TI, too,” he says, “sympathize with those who 
have lost money on their bloodstock ventures, 
but at the same time I fail to gather that a re- 
duction in stallion fees, even by 90 per cent, as 
suggested, would enable the vendor of the lower- 
priced yearlings sold at the First and Second 
July Sales to make a profit on breeding and 
putting yearlings on the market. 

“At the Second July Sale approximately 87 
yearlings realized less than an average of 100 
guineas ($500). Even if the breeder paid no 
fee he could not make a profit on this basis. The 
fact must be recognized that there is an over- 
production of cheap bloodstock. This is the out- 
come of the high prices which obtained until re- 
cently. 

“Lured by these high figures, an additional 
number of ‘little breeders’ have entered upon 
bloodstock production, with the consequence that 
in the absence of an active overseas market there 
is a glut in the cheaper classes of yearlings. 

“A reduction in stallion fees of 90 per cent 
would not remove this glut. On the contrary it 
would tend to increase it. 

“Again, the fact is overlooked that the owners 
of the cheaper stallions are not exactly blood- 
stock philanthropists. 

“It is not in the interest of equine eugenics that 
inferior sires should be encouraged, and except 
with the ulterior motive of ‘making’ a stallion, 
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and succeeding in so doing, a fee of 10 guineas 
($50) or under leaves no profit for the stallion 
owner when the capital value of a decent horse, 
insurance, and general overhead charges are 
taken into account. 


“There are cases where the small breeder is 
the victim of misplaced confidence. He buys a 
cheap mare or two and imagines that if he puts 
them to as fashionable horses as are available 
for him buyers will overlook maternal defects in 
the offspring. 

“Should the resulting colt or filly realize, say, 
half the sire’s fee there is an outcry that stallion 
fees must come down! 

“In the present state of the market there may 
be grounds for the suggestion that fees ranging 
from 300 guineas ($1,500) to 500 guineas ($2,500) 
call for revision, but that revision is more need- 
ful on behalf of the breeder who owns expensive, 
high-class mares than for the little breeder whose 
outlay in mares is relatively small. The interest 
on the capital outlay on a single mare in certain 
studs may be greater than the prime cost of all 
the matrons in a little breeder’s stud. 

“So long, however, as stallion owners and the 
owners of young horses going to the stud can 
fill the lists of their horses at any given fee, no 
matter how high, it is mere waste of time writing 
essays on the reduction of high stallion fees.” 


Note what “Mankato” says on the subject of 
“overproduction of cheap bloodstock” in England 
and reflect how closely related is the situation 
over there to the situation in our country. 

Let our breeders, large and small, in all parts 
of the land, resolve to keep cheap sires out of the 
studs and to reserve for matrons only the better 
bred and physically perfect mares. Get rid of 
the others quickly and certainly, even if they 
have to be destroyed. It will be to the everlast- 
ing benefit of the breeders and to the nation as 
well if they will do it. 


JOHN D. CARR. 

HE mortal remains of John D. Carr, noted 

breeder of Thoroughbred horses, a kindly 
bachelor, who was a stranger to enmity, num- 
bering his friends by his acquaintances, were 
consigned to earth under a mound of floral to- 
kens of esteem, last Friday afternoon, in beauti- 
ful Lexington Cemetery. The funeral, largely at- 
tended, was simple, quite in keeping with his 
mode of life, and as his surviving brother and 
partner, Thomas, knew he would have had it. 
There were no hymns, just a few quotations from 
the scriptures, a poem and a prayer, all by Rev. 
Archer Gray, who had long been pastor of the 
church attended by Mr. Carr and others of his 
family who are of the Presbyterian denomina- 
tion. 

Among those present to serve as bearers of his 
casket were the two—Messrs Thomas Piatt and 
Sanford C. Lyne—who were seated with him at 
table in the United States Hotel at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., when he was fatally stricken at 
noon the previous Monday, and among those in 
the cemetery to pay their last respects to this

The 
grave was in Mr. Gardner’s garden, near the 
house and close by the wine cellar, which a quar- 
ter of a century ago was well stocked, as some 
old-timers in the breeding ranks will recall with 
pleasant thoughts of the place and its master. 


honorable man were a number who had come 
home from Saratoga perhaps earlier than in- 
tended that they could be there for this finality. 

Born in the Blue Grass country and a farmer 
from his youth, Mr. Carr, also his brother-in- 
law, Thomas Piatt, had come to the ranks of 
breeders of Thoroughbred horses at the sugges- 
tion and under the guidance of the late Col. Mil- 
ton Young, then master of the famous and vast 
McGrathiana Stud. Mr. Carr was a _ breeder 
strictly. He raced no horses, though he enjoyed 
racing for the sport and thrill of it. He bred 
good horses and sold them as yearlings, always 
in association with his brother and brother-in- 
law and under the firm name, Carr & Piatt. He 
was prosperous, and he was gentle and good in 
his prosperity, helping wunostentatiously many 
less fortunate. 

He was the sort of man that a community or 
an industry can ill afford to lose, and of his 
passing it can truly be said that Kentucky has 
lost a fine citizen and the Turf one of its most 
respected individuals. May his soul rest in peace.

I suppose the “main stem” 
of that thriving little Kentucky town, Mt. Ster- 
ling, McKee’s home, was the scene of an uproar- 
ious celebration when the inhabitants received 
the news of Jim Dandy’s triumph over Gallant 
Fox. It is said that whenever one of McKee’s 
charges takes down a heat it is the signal for the 
natives of his home town to make merry in a 
big way. Bells ring, whistles blow, ’neverything. 

Viewing the result from the Woodward angle, 
it was “tough” enough, but tragic from the 
Whitney angle; their Whiciione spreading a hoof 
at the head of the lane just when it appeared 
that he would be the winner. It is said that Mr. 
Whitney is far from in the best health and with- 
in a space of seven days he has seen his two 
most important horses go lame in races in which 
it appeared that they had a chance second to 
none of winning. Trainer Healey .had none too 
sound a Thoroughbred in Whichone to start 
working with last spring and he is due congratu- 
lations in keeping the son of *Chicle going as 
far into the season as he did.

N his delightful column in The Herald-Post 
(Louisville), Vernon (Screw) Sanders recently 
remarked that to him the surprising feature of the 
Saratoga yearling sales was that the seven- 
eighths brother to Whichone was led out of the 
ring for $16,000 and that he had imagined this 
one would probably be the most costly of the 
whole vendue. Mr. Sanders is not alone in hold- 
ing this youngster so highly, even though he 
didn’t bring anywhere near the amount expected. 
Wood F. Axton, who has been vacationing at 
Saratoga and who purchased the colt’s dam out 
of the sale of a number of the Whitney mares 
when she was carrying him and sold him to 
Colonel Chinn at an early age, was another who 
thought he would be the star of the sale; so also 

did Colonel W. S. Dudley, and the writer. 

This well-related fellow is patterned along 
precisely the lines the writer fancies most in a 
Thoroughbred. A true bay, with a small star, 
his only mark, he isn’t as tall or lengthy as many 
others his age, or as was his distinguished kins- 
man at a corresponding age, but a wonderful 
type, nevertheless. His back is short and his 
shoulders and quarters are most exceptionally 
large and muscular. His legs and feet are of the 
best and he has good action and a most amiable 
disposition. J. P. (Sammy) Smith, trainer of the 
Dorwood Stable of Victor Emanuel, international 
Sportsman, made the final bid, which is to say 
the colt is in good hands and will race mostly 


in the East. However, he has only two engage- 
ments—the Kentucky Jockey Clud Stakes and the 
Latonia Championship, a factor no doubt in the 
sum realized for him. It will be a great pleasure 
to follow as closely as possible the progress of 
this youngster, and if the writer is any judge he 
will prove a top-class performer next season. 
He seems the speed type; the precocious kind 
that make good from the first essay, if at all, 
and are at their best at two. 

Mention of Mr. Axton reminds me he has con- 
firmed the report of his having purchased the 
fine young sire, In Memoriam. He doesn’t be- 
lieve in doing things by halves, and it would ap- 
pear that he is on the road to success in his am- 
bition to breed and race stakes winners. A 
sportsman of the highest calibre is he, and all 
who know him are rooting for him to breed a 
stakes horse of the firet, magnitude.

“KILDARE’S” NOTES 


IGHTEEN runners turned out for the Good- 

wood Stakes, 2 miles, 3 furlongs, with Lord 
Derby’s West Wicklow favorite, but he was 
beaten into third place by Mrs. C. Glorney’s Joy- 
ous Greting, six years old, carrying 100 pounds 
and ridden by J. Dines, Medarlin occupying sec- 
ond place. The winner is trained by R. C. Daw- 
son’s nephew, Major Sneyd, at Sparsholt, near 
Wantage, and is by Yutoi from Reception, and 
like the second and third, was bred in Ireland. 

By the style in which Marshall Field’s Irish- 
bred Jacopo won the Molecomb Stakes on the 
last day, he must be nearly at the top of the tree 
among the 2-year-olds in England. 

East Galway, which won the Lancashire 
Steeplechase of $10,000, carrying 165 pounds, 
added to his laurels on July 30 when he won the 
Galway Plate for the second year in succession 
with the same weight as he carried a year ago. 
The distance is 2 1-2 miles and 280 yards and the 
course, which finishes up the slopes of Ballybrit 
Hill, is one of the most severe in Ireland. Finish- 
ing fifth of the twelve runners was S. J. Hollo- 
way’s Gaston, a 6-year-old by Bachelor’s Jap 
from Lovelorn. He won the Prince of Wales 
Plate, 3 miles, at Punchestown this year and he 
is now on his way to, or in, this country and 
should be a likely contender for the Tennessee 
Grand National. 
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blooded gelding and walked right over to greet 
us as we stepped into his paddock. Many very 
useful racers have come from his loins. Per- 
haps the best of his get to have raced in the past 
few years are Take A Chance, his brother, Bill 
Morris and Take Off. Bill Morris is one of the 
best juveniles in the West this season and was 
a “bear” at New Orleans last winter. He has 
been away from the races for the past several 
weeks, but according to word from his part- 
owner and trainer, “Pat” Knebelkamp, he will 
soon be ready to again meet the best of his age 
in training. 

Next I saw For Fair. He is a big, heavy- 
crested stallion; a mahogany bay and with much 
more size and smoothness about him than the 
former. A good specimen, but displaying plenty 
of the Fair Play temperament. For Fair was a 
very fast racer in his day, and one that could 
stay as well as sprint. He holds several track 
records and raced successfully with the best in 
training from Canada to New Orleans. Before he 
came to Golden Maxim Place he stood in Canada 
for a number of years and his opportunities 
there were quite limited, but he proved very sure 
with his mares and every foal by him to have 
started is a winner with the exception of some 
of his juveniles of this year. He is the sire of 
two of the very best performers in Canada—Mr. 
Gaiety and Miss Gaiety. Mr. Gaiety is regarded, 
by many close observers as the best horse above 
the Lakes. 


For Fair is now 18 years of age and served 32 
mares last season, while Theo. Cook served five. 
Both are sires of stakes winners and, though 
they are well along in years, they come from male 
lines noted for longevity. They are true repre- 
sentatives of their male lines in every respect 
with the exception of For Fair’s color. 


At present there are five yearlings on the 
farm, three colts and two fillies. The chestnut 
colt by Theo. Cook—Goldie Girl is perhaps the 
pick of the lot. He is a youngster of fine size 
and substance and has good bone. He is own 
brother to Take Off and an even better individual 
than that good 3-year-old. Mr. Bailey likes the 
bay colt by For Fair—Lady in Gold exceptionally 
well. He isn’t quite so large as the first men- 
tioned colt, but looks a very quick sort—one that 
should win races early. His dam is sister to Paul 
Weidel. The chestnut colt by For Fair, out of 
the Friar Rock mare, Katakana, combines the 
blood of Fair Play and *Rock Sand, and carries a 
double infusion of the blood of the immortail 
*Fairy Gold, she being the dam of both Fair 
Play and Friar Rock. An exceptionally well- 
bred youngster and one that has the earmarks 
of a serviceable racer. 


Both the fillies are first foals. The light chest- 
nut by For Fair—Pretty Mally, is by long odds 
the tallest and rangiest yearling filly I have seen 
in Kentucky this year. The other, a bay by For 
Fair and from Miss Babe is on the small side. 

There is an even dozen sucklings, six colts and 
six fillies, all bred at Golden Maxim Place and 
all by For Fair, with the exception of the bay 
colt by Boniface—Lady Lexington, dam of Paul 
Weidel. All of Lady Lexington’s foals to have 
raced are winners. The others are a bay filly 
out of Goldie Girl; brown colt out of Les In- 
valides (dam of Take A Chance and Bill Morris) ; 
bay filly out of Mae C.; bay colt out of Lady 


Rochester; chestnut colt out of Maximaneh; 
chestnut colt out of Lady Panchita; chestnut 
colt out of De Luxe; bay filly out of Kharemaneh; 
bay filly out of Rustic Gold; bay filly out of 
Layol, by Whiskbroom II, and a bay filly out of 
Billows. A uniformly good band of baby racers. 
The colts out of Lady Lexington and Les In- 
valides are particularly nice individuals and 
should prove worthwhile horses. The son of For 
Fair and Les Invalides would attract attention 
in any group of foals of this year. To all appear- 
ances he is a better made horse than either of 
his half-brothers. 

The broodmares are 28 in number, most of 
them are good producers and carry blood that 
flows in the veins of many of the stakes winners 
in the country today. They are Rustic Gold, by 
Golden Maxim—*Rustic Lass; Goldie Girl, by 
Golden Maxim—wWishing Ring (longest priced 
winner in America); Mae C., by Golden Maxim— 
Miss C.; Josephine Weidel, by Golden Maxim— 
Lady Lexington (sister to Paul Weidel); Jou 
Jou, by’: Von Tromp—Jourdain; Kharemaneh, by 
Sweep—Attelle; Miss Babe, by *Hourless—Ethel- 
berta; Bimeby, by Trap Rock—Donna De Ora; 
Layol, by Whisk Broom II—Loyal; Billows, by 
Cunard—Princess Titania; Kiva, by *Semproni- 
ous—Sevilla; Pretty Mally, by Boots and Saddle 
—*Rustic Lass; *Refugee II, by Irish Lad—Suf- 
fragette IV; *Arrowood, by Javelin—*Scrub- 
wood; Golden Charter, by Golden Maxim—Nellie 
Wells; Lilly Mac, by Plaudit—Winifred A; Lady 
in Gold, by Golden Maxim—Lady Lexington; 
Katakana, by Friar Rock—Kate D.; Lady Ro- 
chester, by Dick Finnell—Bellona; Maxinameh, 
by Golden Maxim—Kharemaneh; De Luxe, by 
Golden Maxim—Guion; Musical Girl, by Hilari- 
ous—Galinda; Lady Panchete, by *Ogden—Bre- 
men; Lady Lexington, by Hastings—Lady Lan- 
guish; Mary Bodine, by *Star Shoot—Agnes Vir- 
ginia; Bibby, by Golden Maxim—Bimeby; Les 
Invalides, by *Toddington—Zephyr, and Little 
Nell, by Cederstrome—Enamel. All these mares 
were bred this year to For Fair excepting the 
two sisters, Josephine Weidel and Lady in Gold. 
They visited the court of Captain Alcock. There 
are no less than nine daughters of Golden 
Maxim included in this fine band. The writer 
found *Refugee II to be a splendid broodmare 
type, and the fact that she is by Irish Lad, a 
grand racer of many years ago, makes her 
doubly interesting. Another that struck my fan- 
cy was Layol, the handsome bay daughter of the 
dead Whisk Boom II. The Golden Maxim mares 
are uniformly good and will probably add to the 
posthumus fame of their sire as a progenitor of 
broodmares. 

Before returning to Louisville, the writer drove 
over to the Murphy residence, just a few miles 
distant from the farm, and there had the pleasure 
of spending the better part of an hour, chatting 
with Mrs. Murphy anent the farm and the horses. 
During the conversation I learned, among other 
things, that the fair mistress of Golden Maxim 
Place intends disposing of a great majority of 
her Thoroughbred holdings at auction, on the 
farm, sometime in October, retainging only a 
few of the older mares. These, I imagine, she 
is keeping purely for sentimental reasons. 


TO J. L. CARRICK’S. 
By JESSE SHUFF 
UST on the outskirts of Georgetown is the 
farm on which is located the residence and 
the principal horse barns of James L. Carrick. 
Mr. Carrick, while a young man, is a sportsman 
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of the old school. Thoroughbreds now, and for 
some time have, held the place uppermost in his 
mind, but he is interested in various other 
branches of sport, as well as conducting a big 
general farming proposition, with other farms 
located in Scott County near the villages of 
Newtown and Oxford. He has always been in- 
terested also in saddle horses, trotters, bird dogs, 
and in hunting, and formerly showed a number 
of saddle and roadster horses. In addition to the 
Thoroughbred stallion, Sport Trail, there is at 
the Carrick farm also a young registered saddle 
stallion and a registered Belgian stallion. 


Sport Trail is a 6-year-old chestnut horse by 
The Porter out of Ruby Hymas, by Orlando, and 
goes to the very prolific family of Maggie B. B. 
While he had an abbreviated Turf career, due 
to an accident, he was the winner of six races, 
was second in the Cincinnati Trophy and other 
stakes events. Then came the “jam” in which 
he had a bad fall, causing his retirement, and 
was followed by his purchase by Mr. Carrick, 
who has associated with him M. Webb Offutt 
and Dr. F. F. Bryan in the horse’s ownership. 
He has two yearlings, gotten after Sport Trail 
came to the farm in 1928, most mares having 
been bred at that time. These are nice young- 
sters and show promise. 


Though a comparative newcomer to the ranks 
of Thoroughbred breeders, Mr. Carrick has scored 
no little sucess. Nassak, one of the best of the 
Eastern-owned 2-year-olds a few seasons back, 
was bred by him. In 1928 he sold nine yearlings 
in a Lexington sale. Of these eight won as 2- 
year-olds, while it remained for the other mem- 
ber of the lot, Dixie Lad, to win the Cleveland 
Derby, at Thistle Lown, this year. 

The writer made a recent inspection of the 
Carrick yearlings. First led out was a dark bay, 
almost brown, colt by General Thatcher—Rachael 
D. (half-sister to Nassak) by Dick Finnell, sec- 
ond dam Ethel D. by Box. The youngster is 
most attractively set off with a stripe in face 
and four white feet. Though no close relation, 
the youngster bears a close resemblance to Chil- 
howee, particularly as regards markings. Then 
followed one of the get of Sport Trail, a chestnut 
gelding from Tea Box by Tea Caddy, second dam 
Idle Box by Box, whose daughters have come 
into popularity with the performances of Sara- 
zen, Nassak, etc. The first foal of Tea Box is 
One Long Hop, a good colt until a spell of pneu- 
monia stopped him. Then came the other Sport 
Trail yearling, a bay gelding out of Sallie Ward, 
by Singleton. Sallie Ward is the dam of two 
winners and also of Rush Box, the dam of Sara- 
zen. 

The other two yearlings were fillies. 
by Black Servant, out of Hasty Maid (dam 
of Ka Kee, etc.), by Hastings. She is a rather 
leggy miss, but looks like she might run when 
the time comes. The other is a brown, by Best 
Pal—House Burned, by Bulse. This is the first 
foal of the dam, which was bought by Mr. Carrick 
while carrying this filly. 

Next we saw the mares and foals. Comet 
0’ Day was very properly first. This is one of 
the first mares bought by Mr. Carrick, and her 
daughter, Finday, was the first horse raced by 
him. Finday was a good, long campaigner, win- 
ner of 40 races. Another winner was The Missus, 
winner for three seasons. River Forest won last 
year at two and again this year at three, while 
her 2-year-old Black Comet has been three times 
first and once second in his five starts this year, 
and is now resting up in the stable of C. C. Van

Meter at the Lexington tiack. Comet o’ Day 
is by Peep o’ Day, out of Belle Nutter, by Fara- 
day. Her 1930 foal is a nice brown filly by Bril- 
liant, son of Broomstick, from a sister to Man 
o’ War. 


Subway is a young mare by *Eliminator— 
Eric Belle by King Eric, and has at heel her sec- 
ond foal, a brown colt by Whiskalong. The first 
foal sold well as a yearling last year, but since 
he is growthy not much has been done toward 
his development thus far. Eric Belle produced 
the winners Hank O’Day, Dr. Barlow and others. 
Both Eric Belle and Comet o’ Day were bred by 
the late George Carley, who also bred Rush Box, 
dam of Sarazen. 


Miss Mint, by Mint (son of *Rock Sand), out 
of Lady Michigan, has a brown filly by Flight 
of Time (son of *Hourless), which defeated 
Bubbling Over in The Breeders’ Futurity. Her 
best produce is the 3-year-old Dixie Lad, who 
beat Gallant Knight and a number of others. 


One of the best looking of the Carrick mares, 
from the viewpoint of the writer, is Spider, a 
chestnut daughter of The Manager. She has a 
stripe in her face and two white ankles behind. 
She is out of *Uffizzi (also dam of State Rights 
and the stakes winner Petee Fiz), by Burgo- 
master. The third dam is the great Firenze, by 
Glenelg. Spider’s foal is a chestnut filly by 
Whiskalong. Sweet Lips, a bay mare by Ulti- 
matum out of Sally Ward (grandam of Sarazen), 
has her first foal, which is a nice brown filly by 
Brilliant. 


MUCH TOO MUCH. 


Vernon Sanders, in recent comment sent out 
under Louisville date line, says: “According to 
inside advices I am told that Arlington Park 
cleared, above expenses, more than $1,000,000 at 
its recent meeting, and it cost more than 
$1,000,000 to stage the racing there for 30 days.” . 
THE BLOOD-HORSE is quite certain that when the 
financial statement of the Arlington Park Jockey 
Club appears, Mr. Sanders will find that he has 
considerably overshot the mark as regards the 
net profits of the meeting. However, there are 
many breeders and horsemen who are wishing 
that the profits had been “more than $1,000,000,” 
for they, the breeders particularly, are the real 
beneficiaries, because at Arlington the net profits 
go into stakes and purses and betterments. 


OWNERS PUNISHED. 

Failure to deliver a horse after it was claimed 
during the meeting of the Lewis & Clark Racing 
Association at Helena, Montana, was the cause of 
a supplementary ruling by the stewards with 
the following provisions: That Mrs. C. C. Pool is 
ruled off indefinitely; that C. C. Pool is suspended 
from racing until October 1, 1930; that the horse 
Sunkist is suspended and its entry is not to be 
taken until October 1, 1930. 


FRENCH HORSES ARRIVE. 

*Misterflute and *Mirbat, 5-year-old horses 
bred and raced in France by Pierre Wertheimer, 
now owned by Col. E. R. Bradley, have arrived 
at Belmont Park and are to carry the white and 
green in steeplechase events.

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BOOTLAND BABBLE

OW, I’m just waiting for some darned, croak- 
N ing killjoy to pop up with his threadbare speil 
about the evils of horse racing and pari-mutuel 
betting. I’m just listening to hear him say again 
that the race tracks all should be nailed up or 
burned down. That’s the way they usually say 
it; with plenty of emphasis on the nailing ana the 
burning. Know what I’m going to tell him? 
Plenty, in few words, just like this: At Saratoga 
this August 615 Thoroughbred yearlings fetched 
a total of $1,733,175 and of that the yearlings 
bred in Kentucky brought $1,370,900, leaving 
$362,275 for those sold from Virginia, Maryland, 
New York and elsewhere. Maybe those figures 
are too heavy for the capacity of a reformer’s 
thin brain pan, but I’m going to try my best to 
make him understand that if the people of dear 
old Bootland had taken his advice, and had no 
horse racing and no pari-mutuels and no year- 
lings to sell we’d been in just one hell of a fix 
over this drought, and we aren’t far from such a 
fix, even with all this good money coming in to 
stave off the breadlines until maybe around 
about Christmas time, unless the politicians who 
‘tare now looking after the situation can dig up 
something to substitute for the natural money 
usually paid for crops and garden truck, all of 
which has been depleted by hot sun and no moist- 
ure. Next time a reformer starts talking to you 
about closing race tracks and the evils of this, 
that and the other, just tell him to go where it 
is hotter’n it was in Bootland this summer, and 
you'll be doing the country a favor. .. . If 
Bootland’s dear old daddy of dates runs into the 
same brand of luck he had when he idled his 
Latonia plant through pleasant June and swel- 
tered his patrons in broiling July and sizzling 
August, he will find them chilled in October and 
frozen in November. Here’s wishing him good 
luck and hoping that another year he won’t be 
monkeying with the dates. It’s better to just 
go along on the old schedule, keeping Illinois out 
of the picture entirely. After what has happened 
in the Sucker State this year, it looks as if 
Illinois is capable of taking care of itself pretty 
well in racing matters, acknowledging, of course, 
the big help it got from Bootland when the 
American Turf Association took over the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club and Colonel Winn transferred 
his residence from Covington to Chicago. 


MADDEN BURIED IN COLORS. 


Jockey L. Madden, who was killed by a fast 
passenger train while he and his wife, Pearl, were 
trying to push a stalled automobile off the rail- 
road track, was laid to rest in the Bedford ceme- 
tery at Geauga Lake, Ohio. He was buried in the 
racing colors of J. McNamara and six of his 
fellow riders served as pallbearers. A substantial 
sum has been raised at Bainbridge among the 
horsemen and racing followers for the benefit of 
his widow. 


OFF TO THE ARGENTINE. 


Vermillion Pencil, winner of the Alexandra 
Stakes at Ascot in 1926, and Songe, winner of the 
Royal Hunt Cup at Ascot last year, have been 
shipped from England for the Argentine. They 
have been purchased by Senor J. Farsky de Dada 
for stud purposes in South America. 


LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES 


HE celebrated cartoonist and owner-breeder, 

H. C. “Bud” Fisher bought Nellie Morse as 
a yearling for $2,000 from the consignment of 
Keene and Cleveland, Messrs. J. O. and G. H. 
Keene having owned her dam, La Venganza. 
Nellie Morse raced in the colors of Mr. Fisher 
and she now is at Thos. Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, 
along with the band of mares owned by Mr. 
Fisher and located at that establishment. 

Nellie Morse raced at two, three and four, 
being a stakes winner her first two seasons, and 
winning a total of seven races, was 19 times sec- 
ond and three times third from 34 starts, earn- 
ing a total of $73,565. At two she won four races, 
including the Fashion Stakes, and that same 
season she was beaten a nose by Outline in the 
Rosedale Stakes, and in this race a new track 
record of :58 3-5 for five furlongs was made. She 
was also second to Salacia in the Saratoga Sales 
Stakes; second to Anna Marrone II in the Spin- 
away Stakes; second to Tree Top in the Matron 
Stakes, and third in the Nursery and Hiawatha 
Handicaps at two. Among her other three win- 
ning races at two, she defeated Transmute at 
one mile and 70 yards over a muddy track. 

At three she won three of her seven starts, her 
two stakes victories being the Pimlico Oaks 
(1 1-16 in 1:48 over a sloppy track) and the 
Preakness (1 1-8 in 1:57 1-5 over a sloppy track) 
in which she defeated Transmute, Mad Play, etc. 
At three she was also second in the Kentucky 
Oaks to Princess Doreen, after Glide had been 
disqualified from first place. At four she was 
twice second and once third from five starts, 
including second in the Ladies Handicap.

KENTUCKY 


YEARLING RETURNS GOOD. 

HERE is rejoicing in Kentucky over the re- 

turns from the sales of Thoroughbred year- 
lings at Saratoga. The total sum realized was 
$1,733,175 for 615 head, of which $1,370,900 was. 
from colts and fillies bred in this state. Not all 
of this money, of course, will come to Kentucky 
immediately, for some of it will go to owners who 
reside in other states, while having their horses 
in Kentucky, but the vast portion of it is now 
coming in and being paid out to merchants and 
others, to the great relief of a drought-stricken 
country. 

This will have the effect of considerably 
brightening things generally and it will make for 
a better race meeting at the old Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track, where the autumn sport is to be 
ushered in with a meeting of seven days, begin- 
ning Saturday, September 13, and ending Septem- 
ber 20. The big feature of this meeting will be 
the Breeders’ Futurity for 2-year-olds. 

There will be two weeks intervening and then, 
under the changed schedule, Churchill Downs, at 
Louisville, will open October 4, for 11 days, 
closing October 16. Latonia will open October 
18 and continue 25 days, closing November 15. 


DADE PARK. 


Barring complaints about the starting, the 
Dade Park Jockey Ciub is having a nice little 
meeting at its plant on the river in the environs 
of Evansville. The attendance is better than in 
previous years and the turnover in the mutuels 
is larger. THE BLOOD-HORSE Trophy, on August 
23, produced a stirring contest and was won by 
Overplay, 2-year-old chestnut filly by *Colonel 
Vennie or Busy American, out of Lillian Shaw, 
by Fair Play. Greentree Stable’s John Mill was 
second and Dr. F. A. Wehle’s Journeys End was 
third. The time for the five and one-half fur- 
longs was 1:06. Overplay was bred by J. B. 
Respess, is owned by W. H. Whitehouse, of Cin- 
cinnati, and trained by Lon Johnson. Dr. Cor- 
nelious Cann and N. M. Porter have returned to 
Lexington from Dade Park and they are both 
praiseful of the sport, but both say they never 
saw Starter Bill Hamilton having such bad luck 
with the barrier. The starting gate is not in use 
at Dade Park. 


ABOUT STARTING. 


In the “All Sorts” columns of The Cincinnati 
Enquirer last Sunday, Bob Saxton expressed the 
opinion that starting at Latonia’s late fall or 
early winter (as the case may be) meeting the 
starting gate will not be used and that the Mc- 
Ginnis barrier will be again employed. Where- 
upon comes the following from H. C. Regan, now 
at Dade Park: 

“TI have just finished reading what Bob Saxton 
says regarding the dissatisfaction of the racing 
public at Latonia with the starting gate. All it 
would require to make these people advocates of 
starting from the gate would be one day spent 
at Date Park, where the antiquated method of 
starting from a barrier is in use. In nearly every 
race from one to five horses are left at the post. 
When they yell ‘they’re off,’ somebody always 
Says: ‘How many of them,’ or ‘How many are 
left ?’ 

“The starter is not altogether at fault because 
there are many bad riders here (must be when a 
megro apprentice rider not only outrides them, 
but outsmarts them) and most of these horses 
have been accustomed to the starting gate. While 
there is some difference of opinion regarding the 
merits of the different gates, it is generally 
agreed that any gate is better than none. Dr. 
Cann jocularly remarked, ‘I am the only man 
here against the starting gate. I prefer the meth- 
od they use here, because I get more work patch- 
ing up crippled horses than I do where the stall 
gate is used.’ 


“It is true some horses do fight against going 
into the Bahr gate. That may be because there is 
too much over their heads, and they cannot see 
each other. They enter the Waite gate easier, 
and few horses have been injured in it. Some 
horses refusing to enter the stalls are sour 
through too much racing and fight against going 
‘in because of this. They would act just as badly, 
or worse, if there were no gate at all. Starting 
gates by all means.” 


BAY BEAUTY AT CINCINNATI. 


Bay Beauty, son of Black Toney from Blushing 
Beauty, the last of the 23 stallions donated by 
Col. E. R. Bradley to the Remount Service of the 
United States Army, has been placed with 
Messrs. C. A. and E. F. Peters, Westridge Farm, 
Pleasant Ridge Road, Green Township, Cincin- 
nati, Ohio.

TAX RELIEF IS PROMISED. 


RATIFYING news from Toronto is to the ef- 
fect that Premier Ferguson has promised a 
deputation of members and officials of the vari- 
ous racing associations in the Province of Onta- 
rio that relief from the burdensome taxation at 
each course soon will be granted. The tax now 
and for some time past exacted by the provincial 
government is $5,000 daily and a deduction of 
approximately 5 per cent from the pari-mutuel 
overturn. Premier Ferguson was fully informed 
as to the financial returns for each race meeting 
and it was made quite plain that the racing as- 
sociations have suffered.: The extent of the relief 
has not been made known as yet. 


AYMOND’S DORVAL TRIUMPH. 


The sixth running of the Lord Shaughnessy 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds and upward, foaled in 
Canada, was a feature of the closing day at 
Dorval Park, Montreal, August 23, and was won 
by R. H. New’s Aymond, winner of the King’s 
Plate at Woodbine Park this year.

There- 
after, until the end of October, the racing will be 
at Hawthorne. First will be the Chicago Busi- 
ness Men’s autumn meeting of 12 days, and then 
will be run off the 17 days of the Exposition Park 
Jockey Club, transferred from Aurora. Some 
have been writing that this transfer is a step in 
the proper direction, “because Hawthorne is so 
much nearer to the loop.” That is silly. The 
move was made purely for the hurry-up, quick, 
commercial side of racing. It is like reading 
from an open book to know that it would be bet- 
ter for the sport as a whole if Aurora’s dates 
are raced at Aurora. This switching and chang- 
ing of dates from one track to another savors of 
instability. When the dates allotments are made, 
they should be adhered to, unless there be dam- 
age to a racing plant by fire or tornado to such 
extent as to make racing impossible. 


LINCOLN FIELDS. 


The most important event of the Lincoln Fields 
meeting will be the Lincoln Fields Handicap, 
$25,000 added, to be decided Saturday, Septem- 
ber 6. Other stakes events are the Marquette 
Handicap, $10,000 added; Crete Handicap, 
Steger Handicap, Joliet Handicap and Dearborn 
Handicap, each having $5,000 added, and the last 
mentioned two for 2-year-olds. A number of im- 
provements have been made in the plant and the 
race course has had good attention.

JIM DANDY 


IM DANDY has not been a frequent winner, 

but he surely was no bad buy for his youthful 
California owner, Chaffee Earl, who has the 
further distinction of being a Colonel on the staff 
of Kentucky’s governor. It was at the suggestion 
of John B. McKee that Jim Gaffney be bought, 
and the price of $25,000, which was paid, and the 
subsequent success of this now 3-year-old son of 
Jim Gaffney, from Thunderbird, by *Star Shoot, 
in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes last year and 
the Travers Mid-Summer Derby this year, indi- 
cate that Col. W. S. Dudley, his breeder, sensed 
his true value. The day after the Travers, 
Trainer McKee told this writer that while Jim 
Dandy has a fancy for mud and unquestionably 
a liking for the Saratoga track, he is good on a 
fast track and that he would not be averse to a 
meeting with Gallant Fox over footing more to 
the liking of *Sir Gallahad III’s son. It therefore 
will be interesting to follow events through the 
autumn. Jim Dandy has won $42,095. 

Thunderbird has proved a gem in Colonel 
Dudley’s stud at Letton Vimont’s Sunny Hill 
Stock Farm, near Millersburg, in Bourbon County, 
Ky. She has bred five colts and one filly, suc- 
cessively, and is again in foal to Peter Pan or 
*Monk’s Way. Her first foal, Ormonbird, came 
while she was the property of Val B. Campbell, 
of McLeansburg, Illinois. Her next was Vimont, 
also by Ormont. Then came Jim Dandy. Her 
2-year-old is Effervesce, by Bubbling Over, in the 
Brookmeade Stable. Her yearling is a bay filly 
by *Monk’s Way and her suckling is a chestnut 
colt by Transmute. Colonel Dudley never owned 
Ormonbird, but he sold Vimont for $3,500, Jim 
Dandy for $25,000 after he had won his first race, 
and he got $10,000 for Effervesce as a yearling 
at Saratoga, making a total of $38,500. Thunder- 


bird’s produce have collectively won $62,295. 
Surely Thunderbird ranks well among the brood- 
mares of America. All of her starters have been 
good winners, with Jim Dandy earning most 
money. A picture of Thunderbird and her foal 
is to be seen on the front page of THE BLOOD- 
Horse, No. 20, for the week ending May 7, 1930. 

Jim Gaffney, sire of Jim Dandy, was bred in 
California by the late James B. Haggin at his 
Rancho del Paso, near Sacramento, and was sold 
by him as a yearling June 23, 1906, to Frank J. 
Farrell for $3,500. A bay colt, by *Golden Gar- 
ter, out of Miss Maxim, by *Maxim, Jim Gaffney, 
named for a popular New York sportsman and 
owner, is own brother to Golden Maxim, a good 
sire for whom his last owner, the late Thomas M. 
Murphy named his breeding establishment at St. 
Matthews, Ky. Jim Gaffney was first trained by 
F. D. Weir and when he passed to J. S. Harlan 
he was trained by W. Covington. Next he be- 
came the property of O. A. Bianchi (Daggie 
Smith), who trained and won with him and re- 
tired him to the stud in 1912. 

During his Turf career, Jim Gaffney won 15 
races and $29,530, his victories including the 
Albany Handicap and Hopeful Stakes, and he 
was second in the United States Hotel, Grand 
Union Hotel and Flash Stakes. The best horse 
of his early get was Sennings Park, and he had 
much to do with attracting to his sire the atten- 
tion of Arthur B. Hancock, who bought Jim Gaff- 
ney for his.Claiborne Stud at Paris, Ky., and it 
was there that he achieved the success that put 
him into the list of 20 leading sires in the years 
1922, ’23, ’24, ’25 and ’26. He now is the property 
of Charlton Clay, brother-in-law of Mr. Hancock 
and, hale and hearty, he stands at Mr. Clay’s 
Marchmont Stud, near Paris. Jim Gaffney, to 
the close of 1929, had sired the winners of 
$1,241,804. Among the more prominent of his 
get are Vigil, War Pennant, Edict, Dodge, 


Norah, Gymkhana, Beatrice, Gaffsman, Bull Run, 


Silver Lane, Titan, Cyrano and Huffy.
